writing with reference your 
item (“This just in,” July relating 
House 6459, bill which would change 
the purse structure prize moneys 
awarded Massachusetts horse tracks 
the event direct head-to-head com- 
petition with out-of-state parks, particu- 
larly Rockingham Park, New Hamp- 
shire. Both the headline and tone suggest 
that the sole effect this proposal 
subsidize private racing the 
expense. There are two key points which 
were omitted the article, and which 
would like bring the attention 
your readers. 

The first that the legislation current- 
under consideration would guarantee 
$70,000 total daily prize for run- 
ning-horse races and $24,000 total daily 
prize for harness racing, but these guar- 
antees would only into effect those 
races which are run the same day and 
the same hour out-of-state tracks. 
This comes only direct response 
changes that the New Hampshire legisla- 
ture has already made, and effort 
keep our purse structure parity with 
theirs and, hopefully, discourage the 
reopening Rockingham Park 
diminishing the supply quality racing 
animals. 

interesting note that none the 
critics this legislation has commented 
upon the actions Governor Sununu 
and other leaders New Hampshire 
seeking assist Mr. Max Hugel (Presi- 
dent Reagan’s 1980 New Hampshire 
coordinator) and other principals the 
current Rockingham venture with tax 
benefits and other inducements which 
are fiscally irresponsible unless 
substantial volume Massachusetts’s 
racing dollars lured away New 
Hampshire. 

The second point omitted from your 
news item was the importance racing 
our overall revenue picture. Since 
Rockingham has been closed, the daily 
amount wagered Suffolk Downs has 
averaged $300,000 more than when 
Rockingham Park was operating. Last 
year racing accounted for some 
$36,000,000 direct revenue the Com- 
monwealth, not mention subsidiary 
benefits produced the operation 
such tracks such employment and 
sales-tax receipts. 

one who regularly supports human 
service and other “big ticket” appropria- 
tions, feel compelling need protect 
Massachusetts revenues when they are 


put jeopardy. While did not author 
this legislation, supporting it, and 
(as chairman the Committee Gov- 
ernment Regulations) presented the 
House. 

Regrettably, racing legislation, while 
often little understood, easy prey for 
suspicion and innuendo. However, sug- 
gest that when deliberating (which de- 
liberations this case represented 
modest effort protect state revenues 
and respond unfair competition) with 
regard heavily regulated, privately 
owned, tax-revenue-producing business, 
private interests can synonymous 
with public interests.

from Central America. Dominican nun, 
Sister Rose Marie considered 
authoritative source Salvadorans 
Boston. 

“In housing,” she says, “the problems 
they face are overcrowding six, eight, 
apartment. Sometimes they are forced 
live with people they don’t know don’t 
trust. Rent sometimes over the rent- 
control rate; landlords don’t make 
repairs. But because these people are 
illegal, they can’t complain. 
employment, they get the low-paying 
jobs and lot seasonal work which 
means they are often out work. 

“There are lot mental-health 
problems,” she says. some people, 
the constant preoccupation that they 
will picked up. Some people are 
worried about their families 
Salvador. And for some people, it’s hard 
tell how they feel they’ve become 
numb.” 

Sister Rose Marie says she’s amazed 
the number times people who hadn’t 
spoken her before about 
Salvador have suddenly, 
unexpectedly, shared terrible memories. 
“Someone would tell how they were 
forced from bus, accused guerrilla 
activity, forced lie face-down the 
ground while they were searched. 
stories about how they had seen parts 
people’s bodies lying the streets. 
dogs eating the parts. 

one man,” she says, 
“telling voice that had affect 
about his son who had disappeared and 
was presumed dead. told him puzzled 
detached way. just burst out crying. 
I've learned that just because people 
talking about doesn’t mean they 
seen, don’t think about it. 
They talk about their own involvement 
whisper. they are afraid their 
own voice. the walls had ears.” 

The Salvadoran community not 
composed solely people politically 
the left center, outspoken their 
opposition the Salvadoran regime.

The additional-fee idea,

Now, both 
Joan Benoit and Dave Hemery had other 
reasons for quitting, it’s true, but they 
couldn’t have been thrilled that their 
home track was suddenly covered with 
bleachers for the benefit pro-football 
team. that kind disruption, more 
than problems traffic crowd control, 
that lead schools say “beat it” 
prospective pro tenant.

They 
had fine 80,000-seat stadium 
the Meadowlands. They had 
famous coach, Chuck Fairbanks. 
They had signed the most famous 
Herschel Walker, for more 
money than any football player 
had ever gotten before. 
sold 20,000 season tickets, and 
were the media capital the 
world. contrast, the Breakers

MANEUVERS 


Have you ever wished that Dorothy 
Parker were alive and writing today? 
Well, wonderful new humorist named 
Cynthia Heimel may turn out the 
next best thing. For while now Heimel 
has been producing weekly columns for 
the Village Voice, many them the 
subjects love, sex, and romance 
exactly the fields Parker once plowed 
with such wry and melancholy skill. 
Now number these columns have 
been gathered into book, titled Sex Tips 
for Girls (Simon Schuster, $7.95). 

The title gives hint what Heimel 
all about. She dares use the word girls, 
because she what might called 
post-liberation humorist. Heimel’s 
world, men and women are already 
equal, especially bewilderment. The 
book tries advise the female half the 
sketch how she can get more fun out 
life, and drag the male half into it. 

Heimel herself seems member 
new, individualistic breed woman 
one absolutely unembarrassed 
sexuality anything else. She advocates 
facing life gamely: “God protects drunks, 
infants, and feisty girls, girls who are 
for anything.”

following: 

During late winter and early spring, 
the United States had its worst weather 
years. New England had mild 
winter, but received 160 percent more 
rain than usual the spring. The rest 
the country was less fortunate, however. 
The snowpack the Sierra Nevada last 
winter was three times deeper than 
normal. parts Colorado, the 
snowpack reached feet. The Colorado 
River reached its highest level 
years. More than 80,000 sandbags were 
used Salt Lake City convert the 
city’s streets into spillways for 
overflowing rivers; nearby Bountiful, 
Utah, was crushed 30-foot wave 
mud. Receiving three times its normal 
rainfall, California had its wettest spring 
record, and number spectacular 
beaches washed away sea. There were 
tornados New York State during the 
first week May. Texas, tornados 
killed least six people; the 
Southeast, some people died 
result floods and tornados. This 
spring, London had consecutive days 
rain, record. Water flowed knee-deep 
through the streets Cologne the last 
day May. Repairing the damage from 
all the above will cost billions dollars. 

Meanwhile, the Pacific, millions 
sea birds were flung their deaths the 
ocean; one South Pacific island, 
thousands adult birds, unable find 
food this spring, suddenly abandoned 
their young one morning they flew 
away and never returned. There have 
been brutal droughts Brazil and 
Indonesia. eastern Australia, 
prolonged drought resulted season 
catastrophic brush fires. southern 
Africa, recent drought will probably 
cause thousands, perhaps hundreds 
thousands, people starve death. 
South America has had 120 inches rain 
over the last five months; parts 
Ecuador that are usually desert, 100 
inches rain have fallen. the coastal 
provinces Peru, floods and mudslides 
have drowned buried thousands 
villagers; hundreds others are still 
missing, and many the country’s crops 
have been wiped out for this year 
beyond. Lakes untreated sewage have 
led outbreaks typhoid, dysentery, 
and malaria. Damage Peru alone 
the billions dollars. The government 
appealing the world for help. 

Taken together, these events make 
dreadful chain natural catastrophes, 
the cumulative result few months 
unusually violent weather. 
happens, part this violence has been 
directed the United States, that 
recent months the press has paid 
particular attention it. Some the 
coverage has focused causes, which 
exactly should be. Although it’s 
unlikely could ever much 
prevent this kind extreme weather, 
understanding its causes could help 
meteorologists predict more accurately 
the future. Although not much can 
done protect property against, for 
example, floods and tornados, earlier and 
more accurate predictions might well 
save some lives.

Explaining violent weather terms 
like saying plane crashed 
because its cargo doors blew off: true 
far goes, but the more important 
question why did the cargo doors 
blow off? gets overlooked. “Abnormal 
weather is.never due one cause, but 
major factor,” says Jerome 
Namias, research meteorologist the 
Scripps Institution Oceanography 
California and probably the world’s 
leading authority “Still, what 
causes 

“Nobody really knows,” says John 
Murphy, meteorologist and vice- 
president Weather Services 
Corporation, Bedford. “But people are 
paid good money sit around and think 
these theories up.” fact, weather the 
result such unimaginably complex 
arrangement physical phenomena that 
the ways which these act one 
another are still not understood. Weather 
has been around for hundreds millions 
years, and have been studying 
systematically for about century. The 
wonder that ever predicted 
accurately. 

Weather huge amassing energy 
siphoned from the sun and the sea. Only 
with nuclear weapons has the human 
race been able match its potential for 
destruction; fact, change degree 
two global temperature would have 
climatic effects not unlike that 
expect follow nuclear war. the 
weather around the world this spring 
reminded yet once more, exist 
the earth the mercy the earth, the 
mercy wind and ocean, water and air. 
Every day the dice are thrown and every 
day get rain sunshine, hot air 
cold. Over time, the odds have that the 
conditions will line against us, that 
the dice will show hurricanes floods 
droughts, that people will killed. How 
well can predict this? How can 
predict weather all? set forth find 
out. 

* + * 

lot people think know what 
months from now,” meteorologist 
Michael Palmerino was saying. “They 
think holding back.” 

When most think 
meteorologists, think short-range 
forecasters, the people television and 
radio who tell what tomorrow may 
bring. places like New England, their 
job predicting what tomorrow the 
day after will like can the most 
difficult meteorology. Short-range 
forecasters become preoccupied with 
that they have neither the time nor the 
energy for overviews and long-range 
theories. They are masters detail, 
coming every day and looking tear 
sheets numbers, screenfuls 
observations and maps and color blips. 
From these they prophesy what will 
come pass, and each one who has 
heard the prophecy will judge whether 
has. Who among has wider critical 
audience for our work than forecasters 
have for theirs? They are the men and 
women the trenches. 

Michael Palmerino, senior 
meteorologist Weather Services 
Corporation, however, speculates freely 
everything from acid rain. 
years old, curious, and 
inexhaustible the subject 
meteorology. (Over lunch one day 
made clear that when goes out with 
friends does about the 
weather.) his office Bedford, 
Palmerino spends more time predicting 
the weather South America and parts 
Russia than does worrying about 
New England. Unlike the National

paying clients. supplies utilities all over 
the Northeast with continuous weather 
data help them determine just how 
much power they should generating. 
tells the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority when get the sanders and 
the plows ready. advises many the 
oil companies drilling the Gulf 
Mexico about just what expect their 
rigs. Palmerino, however, works the 
agricultural section, which means 
daily contact with commodities brokers, 
informing them the exact weather 
conditions the coffee plantations 
Brazil the wheat fields the Soviet 
Union. Any slight edge broker has 
knowing the condition crop may 
mean profits sufficient pay for the 
weather service many times over. 
Perhaps this part his work that 
gives Palmerino his speculative side. 

The first question asked when visited 
him his Bedford office was what 
determines our weather. This naive 
question would later other 
meteorologists whom posed it, but 
Palmerino smiled and dived right in. “The 
jet stream basically our weather,” 
said. “Basically, weather forecasting 
forecasting movements the jet stream. 
forecasting where the jet stream will 
three hours from now, six hours 
from now, and forth.” 

Essentially, explained, the jet 
stream narrow band intense wind 
about seven eight miles above the 
surface the earth. zigzags its way 
around the globe easterly direction, 
average moving about miles per 
hour summer and about miles per 
hour winter, though can 
considerably more quickly. There jet 
stream the southern hemisphere 
well one ours, and they both set 
themselves over the greatest

temperature gradient, change, the 
surface. This means that winter, the jet 
stream sets right over New England, 
and summer shifts into Canada. 
(The shifting northward the jet stream 
was very noticeable this year. During the 
cool, wet spring, the jet stream stayed 
above until early June, when 
suddenly jumped into Canada and 
had hot, humid weather overnight.) 

The jet stream great equalizer, 
always trying balance conditions out. 
warm air drifts north from the 
Equator, then, the jet stream tends 
buckle around and north cool 
down; the jet stream similarly tends 
try move polar air toward the Equator 
warm up. “There constant battle 
being waged between warm air the 
south and cold air the north,” 
Palmerino said. The jet stream the 
active front that battle, and the results 
the battle are storms. Palmerino 
puts it, “Storm systems are atmospheric 
waves trying get warmer air and push 
northward and trying get colder air 
and push southward.” The intensity 
these storms depends the speed the 
jet stream: the faster the jet, the worse the 
storm. One reason for New England’s 
severe winters, then, that the jet stream 
not only right abo us, but moving 
fastest that time year, when the 
temperature contrast between the 
Equator and the pole greatest. 

Palmerino emphasized, that 
very simplistic and general explanation 
New England weather. does not take 
into account innumerable local and 
surface conditions, such air pollution 
and fog. Even though there are now 
equations and computer models help 
forecasters, conditions change quickly. 
Precipitation the kind weather the 
public tends care about most 


notoriously difficult anticipate. The 
limitations meteorology are still 
severe, situation that gives many 
forecasters laconic streak. They are 
reluctant seers. When asked Palmerino 
(who had just finished speculating 
whether the earth’s climate was warming 
cooling over the long term) nice, 
straightforward question like why had 
our spring been wet, merely 
shrugged and said, just happened 
the right place the right time. Wet 
weather systems this spring have tended 
get bogged down along the East Coast. 
tended just hang in. Why 
have they slowed really 
know.” 

John Murphy, company vice- 

ident, was his desk, near us. 
said little during Palmerino’s 
ruminations global weather, but 
when the subject predicting season 
accurately came up, resist. 
“The office has snow pool every year,” 
said, “and it’s usually someone like 
switchboard operator who wins it.” 

Murphy and Palmerino were unable 
unwilling give definitive 
explanations for our rainy spring, was 
sure the National Weather Service would 
come through. But years short- 
range forecasting, Rod Winslow, the 
meteorologist charge the 
forecast office Logan, has learned lot 
about the fickleness weather. when 
sat down and asked about New 
England’s unusual spring weather, 
chuckled. 

“Was unusual?” asked. “Our 
records are not very long.” 

Winslow explained that, from his 
perspective, there almost such thing 
unusual weather that what usual 
covers relatively few years, and that since 
the atmosphere tends average out over 


time, probably just got wet springto 
compensate for some dry ones. This 
didn’t sound like much answer, but 
decided drop the question for the 
time being and sneak back into the 
conversation later. 

Winslow showed around the office, 
pausing various computer terminals 
call maps different sections New 
England. hit few terminal keys, and 
dozens temperature and air-pressure 
readings appeared. few more buttons 
and color radar map showed current 
precipitation patterns. The Weather 
Service forecast office usually has three 
meteorologists duty, each sitting 
desk bracketed computer screens. 

One meteorologist works the forecast 
for the public, another the marine 
forecast, and the third the forecast for 
aviation. 

Standing this nest terminals, 
realized for the first time the extent 
technological change that has occurred 
weather forecasting. These days 
forecasters have satellites beaming back 
wind data and cloud photographs. They 
have radar showing them single 
screen the intensity rain and snowfall 
over large area. And everywhere the 
mighty computer. With 450 500 
weather observers and forecast 
stations like the one Legan scattered 
around the country, the Weather Service 
must store immense amount data. 
Much fed into computers and can 
called punching few keys. 
more, computers have taken 
great deal the math out forecasting. 
Much the physics now calculated 
the computer, which even spits out 
general forecast. wondered there was 
anything left do. 

surprise, Winslow said that 
none this had made much difference, 
opinion later seconded Fred 
Sanders, professor synoptic 
meteorology MIT who has kept track 
the accuracy predictions. 
records show that forecasting skill has 
advanced, but very slow rate,” said 
Sanders. for the first day 
advance are not any better now than they 
were years ago. Two-, three-, and 

four-day forecasts have improved, 
irregularly, about half percentage 
point year skill.” 

Winslow and others, computers 
have their disadvantages. Winslow 
believes that they divert meteorologists 
from developing sensitivity the 
weather living system. “Many 
today’s meteorologists are becoming 
computer experts and not forecasting 
experts,” said. computer gives not 
forecast, but “nowcast,” reading 
present weather conditions. 
extrapolate from there requires 
elusive skill. “So much forecasting 
seat-of-the-pants thing,” Winslow 
continued. got have feel for 
the weather.” When asked define this 
thought moment and shook 
his head. had something with 
curiosity, said, but was more than 
that. was not anything could point 
describe me, except indirectly, 
anymore than could describe him the 
difference between good writer and 
hack. “Forecasting art and still 
remains so,” said. not 
explainable. gets into your blood.” 
Finally offered example. real 
forecaster, suggested, someone 
who, during electrical storm, 
abandons his computer for window, 
where can found gleefully 
watching the play lightning over the 
runways. 

According MIT’s Sanders, one 
reason this weather still 
important that the computers are far 


from infallible. For one thing, the 


weather models they use are imperfect. 
“Computers don’t replace the need 
study the actual weather carefully and 
completely,” said. 

But the biggest problem forecasters 
face not what the computer does with 
the data, but the data itself. There isn’t 
enough it. Atmospheric conditions 
over land are measured with balloons, 
but the atmosphere large and 
variable that sending sounding 
balloons sufficient get complete 
reading impracticable. Over 
oceans two-thirds the earth’s 
surface the problem even worse. 
Measurements must done from ships 
planes buoys, which are few and 
widely scattered. more, much 
the earth’s weather originates the 
tropics, where there are few observers. 
“If the data you put were perfect,” said

Duane has been the wreck- 
ing business ever since was 
nine, age which began 
pulling nails for his father and 
uncles back the Quincy yard. 
For the past years so, 
however, he’s been his own, 
wrecker-salvager, demolition 
consultant, and publisher. His 
two publications, the Demo- 
Memo and the Wrecking and 
Salvage Journal (both edited 
his wife, Katherine), are consid- 
ered required reading the 
wrecking industry. 

“There are basically five kinds 
days,” says. “There’s shack 
wrecking, knocking down resi- 
dential houses; urban-renewal- 
type wrecking, knocking down 
apartment buildings, usually for 
the government; industrial 
wrecking, bigger stuff; interior 
demolition, like doing here; 
and high-rise work, which has 
done hand.” 

The most important skill the 
wrecking business, according 
Duane, making bids. Every 
year Duance tenders close 100 
bids for demolition jobs. Those 
estimates take into account the 
salvageable material (like steel 
and masonry), the equipment 
needs, and the number work- 
ers that will required. 
guesses that comes with 
the right figure get the contract 
which enough keep him 
busy. 

Recent bids have landed him 
jobs removing concrete slabs and 
wooden bleachers from Harvard 
Stadium, gutting the old Boston 
Stock Exchange, State 
Street, and demolishing the in- 
terior the old Federal Reserve 
Bank when was its way 
becoming the Hotel Meridien. 

Bids and estimates also make 
the bulk the Demo-Memo 
and the Wrecking and Salvage 
Journal. The Demo-Memo, 


weekly newsletter with yearly 
subscription rate $552, lists 
projects across the country that 
are for bid, from “one-story 
masonry and porcelain, glazed, 
three-bay gas station Garden 
City, Michigan,” “demolition 
and removal nine unsafe build- 
ings and appurtenances the 
Borough Brooklyn, N.Y.” The 
Demo-Memo also has “Low 
Bidder Section,” which gives 
idea the industry’s going rate. 
The low bid for the demolition 
water tower Fort Niagara 
State Park, Youngstown, New 
York, for example, was $8847.50. 
The Memo also keeps with 
planned demolitions and with 
asbestos-removal work rapidly 


‘growing part the business). 


The Wrecking and Salvage Jour- 
nal expands ‘on many these 
themes, keeping with demo- 
lition around the country and 
displaying advertisements from 
members the demolition in- 
dustry requests for salvage 
transformers, scrap iron, yellow 
pine, and refrigeration and ice- 
making equipment. For example, 
every issue displays for 
Frederick Wrecking Balls, “For 
Smashing Power.” 

According Duane, the 
changes the salvage market 
have altered the price structure 
the wrecking industry. “It used 
that there was enough 
salvage that wreckers worked 
for low rates,” says. “They 
could make back the 
salvage. But two things have 
happened: first, people are more 
conscious the renovation pos- 
sibilities either owners keep 
the nice architectural details 
the architects build around them. 
The other change that most 
the stuff from the ‘50s and ‘60s 
onward isn’t worth saving.” 

Duane waves arm the 
general vicinity the Hancock 
Building’s second floor. “Who 
wants these fluorescent light fix- 
tures, these doors? 
worthless. With the wages 
paying today, it’s not worth the 
trouble try and salvage them.” 

the Duane Salvage Yard, 
Quincy, it’s possible deal with 
three generations Duanes 
one afternoon. William Duane, 
the son the founder, 
charge the operation. Wearing 
khaki work clothes and cap, 
can usually found the center 
the yard, setting prices the 
salvage materials and negotiating 
with customers. His son, William

Junk bonds another 
name are high-yield debt

every investment there 
season. time for stocks 


and time for precious 
metals; time for mutual funds 
and time for limited partner- 
ships. And sometimes, time for 
securities that other times are 
regarded bad news. 

“Junk bonds” fit into this last 
category. For years they have 
been marginal interest best 
the great majority investors. 
However, some recent changes 
the economy, the nature 
companies issuing the bonds, and 
the way the bonds are being 
traded have created boom 
market for them. Some 
professionals now see them 
not only chance for excelient 
and relatively secure, continuing 
returns, but also the potential for 
substantial capital appreciation 
well. 

Junk bonds, “high-yield 
debt,” their promoters now 
prefer call them, are bonds that 
either are not yet rated have 
lower-than-investment quality 
ratings from one the two 
organizations that monitor and 
define quality the bond mar- 
ket: the Standard Poor Corpo- 
ration and Investors 
Service. The term junk bonds 
used only for bonds issued 
corporations (though rather 
good case could made just 
now that certain municipal is- 
sues, such those from the 
Washington Public Power Supply 
System known WPPSS, 
“Whoops” are the real thing 
when comes junk). S&P 
Moody’s rates your company’s 
bonds BB, they are consid- 
ered junk bonds. Issues rated BBB 
higher are generally thought 
investment grade, whereas 
CCC lower-rated bonds are 
beyond the pale for all but the 
most daredevil investor. 

The immediate appeal junk 
bonds their yield, which 
usually the 12.75-14 percent 
range, but often reaches 16-18 
percent. This compares favorably 
with seven-year Treasury notes, 
which were yielding 10.8 percent 
late June, with triple-A rated 
corporate bonds, which were 
paying 11-12 percent, and with 
highly rated municipal bonds, 
whose yields were the 9.25 
percent range this same period. 
(Municipal yields can lower 
and still attract investors’ capital 
because the federal government 
does not tax dividends from 
municipal issues.) 

Yield, obviously, one the 
key things keep mind when 
buying any bond. Specifically, 
“yield” refers the relationship 
between what bond actually 
costs contrasted with the 
price stated its face and 
what pays dividends. For 
example,.a bond with face value 
$100 and percent stated 
interest that sells for $100 has 
yield percent. the same 
bond’s actual selling price $75 
because that's all can command 
the bond market, then 
yield becomes percent. 

The yields most bonds are 
forced higher during inflationary 
periods because they must re- 
main competitive with those 
other investments. And any 
given time, yields for bonds that 
are considered riskier than others 
tend correspondingly higher. 

The description “junk bond,” 
course, invokes the notion 
very high risk which why 
the yield tends high. But 
risk relative thing. According 
officials Drexel Burnham 
Lambert, the country’s leading 


brokerage-firm seller such 
bonds, the chances you take 
buying BB-rated bonds are 
not all that great. 

Between 1900 and 1943, 
average, 1.7 percent all corpo- 
rate bonds defaulted yearly. Be- 
tween 1944 and 1965, average 
.01 percent year defaulted. 
Between 1966 and 1977, .15 per- 
cent defaulted and almost all 
these were from railroads and 
real-estate-investment trusts. Be- 
tween 1979 and 1981, there were 
only three defaults corporate 
bonds with rating better; 
there were another three 1982. 
And when company goes 
bankrupt and defaults, should 
added, bond holders don’t 
necessarily lose all their invest- 
ment; usually company assets 
can liquidated and sold 
meet obligations creditors. 
extreme example how this 
works occurred recently when 
Braniff Airlines went under; 
Braniff had many assets 
liquidated that the price its 
bonds actually rose from about 
$30 about $50. Junk bonds, 
therefore, have historically been 
fairly safe investment. And 
you diversify that is, buy 
several different issues from dif- 
ferent companies the chances 
losing your whole investment 
are practically nil. 


Why now? 

The increased interest junk 
bonds today comes for number 
reasons. First, there are far 
more risk takers the securities 
market than there were year 
two back. During recession, 
people tend focus 
issues. the recession ends, 
however, they look around for 
investments that offer higher, 
though chancier, returns. This 
attitude characterizes institutions 
well individuals. Perhaps 
the biggest junk-bond buyers 
the market now are pension 
funds. These tax-exempt entities 
don’t need the protection against 
federal taxes that municipal 
bonds provide. They seek maxi- 
mum returns, and few invest- 
ments can match the 16-18 per- 
cent many junk bonds. 

Another reason more people 
are shopping this market now 
the feeling that the quality the 
issues available here often 
greater than their ratings suggest. 
During the recession, both S&P 
and lowered many cor- 
porate bond ratings. According 
one study, the first quarter 
this year, the tail end the 
recession, some 373 companies 
had their bond ratings lowered 
from better junk-bond 
status. the same time, only two 
companies had their ratings 
changed the other way. Most 
these lower-rated companies 
perhaps all them will end 
meeting their debt obliga- 
tions, but the process will have 
pay more (or precise, 
raise less). 

Another important reason why 
many good junk bonds are avail- 
able that increasing number 
capital-hungry companies are 
seeing merit issuing debt in- 
struments. New junk bonds are 
generally “subordinated” debt. 
This means that, financial 
squeeze, they are paid off after 
“preferred” debt. Thus sources 
“preferred banks, for 
instance will still willing 
lend money despite the size 
company’s subordinated debt. 
Also, course, many corpo- 
rations prefer sell bonds rather 
than dilute equity issuing 
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more stock. 

And finally, there the real 
engine behind the junk-bond 
phenomenon the fact that 
brokerage and other financial 
organizations have discovered 
that there are lot bucks 
made this field. One Drexel 
Burnham broker Boston said 
that the firm’s top junk-bond 
seller now pulling down more 
than million year com- 
missions. Drexel, notes recent 
industry report, sold $1.8 billion 
worth these bonds January 
this year alone. Bear Stearns, 
another major brokerage firm, 
underwrote approximately eight 
times many junk bonds this 
year did last year. Merrill 
Lynch moving strongly into 
Shearson/American 
Express has doubled its sales 
junk bonds since 1982, and the 
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First Boston Corporation, which 
the past has concentrated 
blue-chip issues, now also 
rushing handle more 
these bonds. The reason? The 
“gross spreads” involved sell- 
ing junk bonds, which 
measure how much firm 
makes acting issue’s under- 
writer, can two three times 
bonds. interesting note 
that many firms handling junk 
bonds make money both ends 
the deal: they get fee from the 
issuing corporation for acting 
lead seller underwriter, and 
they also earn commissions from 
the buyers the bonds they sell. 

junk-bond market 
not for everyone, for 
amount capital required 
play. Although there talk 
several brokerage houses about 


setting mutual funds for these 
securities, which would allow 
investors have professional 
management with relatively 
small minimum investment, 
firm has yet done so. The closest 
things such funds are the “high 
income bond funds” offered 
companies like Fidelity Boston. 
Fidelity’s high-income fund buys 
mostly BBB-rated bonds, how- 
ever, not the higher-paying, 
lower-rated and BBs. That 
fund now paying about 12.07 
percent. 

Without mutual-fund invest- 
ing vehicle, individuals have 
come with least $5000 
buy into this market all, and 
need perhaps $25,000 get 
reasonable diversity. order 
have portfolio these securi- 
ties managed broker,

Assessing the impact the pope’s travels

ometimes worry that Pope 
John Paul visits 


foreign lands are more 
significant than Charles and 
periodic vacation trips about the 
world. The photo spreads,

North Ameri- 
ca, the jet stream divided into 
polar jet stream and subtropical 
jet stream. years, the 
subtropical branch tends slip 
farther the south. The warm 
ocean off the west coast South 
America means hotter at- 
mosphere the tropics and 
therefore temperature gradient 
greater than normal between the 
North Pole and the Equator, 
which tends pull the jet stream 
southward. greatly 
diminished trade winds offer 
resistance this the 
jet stream. Nifio years, then, 
the southern United States, with 
powerful jet stream above it, 
for plenty bad storms.

This latest Nifio seems 
support his theory, says, 
because unlike the others, first 
showed violent thunder- 
storms the central Pacific last 
summer, instead warm 
weather along the coast.

Nevertheless, 
some meteorologists believe that 
the polar jet stream the one 
directly over winter may 
have been weaker than normal 
this year simply because, thanks 
was part, the subtropical jet 
stream was powerful. weak 
jet stream means mild winter 
and cool spring.

Most these pictures hint 
embellish early irony the war 
turned truism: Dante’s Inferno set 
tropical paradise lost, turned out, 
chemical warfare and defoliation. 
prevent forests. 

Choppers were the taxicabs the war: 


Bao Chi (catchall Vietnamese for any 
press member) could flag Huey from 
the combat zone and back the 
Continental Hotel time for cocktails. 
Page devotes entire section the 
book the machines: eggbeater 
descending from turquoise sky, 
motorized skull-and-crossbones slapped 
across the sublime Vietnam landscape. 
That many these shots recall the 
whirlybird lunacy Apocalypse Now 
accident; the photojournalist played 
Dennis Hopper was based, part, 
upon Page. The running commentary 
Tim Page’s Nam moves along with the 
metal staccato the machines: harsh 
gunners. There are contradictions 
every page: mammoth guns overlooking 
patchwork quilt farmland; young 
Aussie soldier lugging M-16 instead 
school books; the rosy mist hovering 
over brutal ambush the 173rd Air 
Brigade and reflecting the color the 
carnage the ground. And the ridicu- 
lous, the rousing inanities endemic 
the “war Ann-Margret fake 
ermine formal shooting the victory sign 
the rocked-out, rolled-out, fucked- 
over troops. One grainy double-spread 
shot Phantom fighter jet being 
launched against the North Vietnamese 
from the USS Midway (Tonkin Gulf,

1 ‘yas 
clear. doesn’t get much more 
dangerous than this, boys much 
sexier. 

Because yes, Page seems say 
(that Brit combo madness and man- 
ners), was bloody war indeed, and 
what bloody fine one that. (“Take the 
glamour out Page would say 
Herr. like trying take the glamour 
out sex, trying take the glamour out 
the Rolling Stones.”) That cock-eyed, 
hip detachment deceptive, and 
doesn’t prepare you for the book’s 
stunning portraits. young blue-collar 
patriot, Elvis Presley lookalike 
chest-high grass defending the American 
dream nightmare climate and 
fighting off the sounds silence (and 
Charlie) fortified with M-16 and 
pipeful Cambodian Red. 
chested grunt hoisting can Bud and 
skin mag, knife between his teeth, 
giving the finger and balancing himself 
atop cargo ammo boxes. black 
machine-gunner holding American 
cigarette, round artillery across his 
chest, bad joke his eyes, and brutal 
question his lips. Page went search 
those expressions, “just get those 
faces, the eyes, didn’t matter whose, just 
eyes and faces; somehow seemed the 
right way shoot the conflict. Those 
eyes could have kept there forever.” 

They didn’t. When Page went down 
for the fifth time the medics gave him 
minutes live. spent the year his 
recovery thinking about the war: 
focus was pushed and pulled until the 
light became pin-sharp. The sufferings 
had One the last sec- 
tions Tim Page’s Nam called 
“Sufferings,” those the infantry, the 
prisoners war all sides, the civilians. 
These photographs don’t presume 
judge; marked they are carnage and 
ruin, they deliberately avoid the sensa- 
tional. Terror was the great equalizcr 
that war; here exemplified 
photograph taken the special-forces 
camp Duc Hue, Beak, 1969. 
sobbing child, more than five years 
old, wrapped around the fatigue-clad 
legs American soldier. Her face 
buried his lap; bends comfort 
her, his own face shielded from Page’s 
camera camouflage headgear. tiny 
boy, dazed and frozen the back- 
ground, looks somewhere into the 
middle distance what had been his 
homeland. And there much vacant, 
blinding pain this frame that, once 
having looked, one hard pressed 
look away. 

Page calls Vietnam “our adventure 
sandbox,” and the flippant irony his 
phrase conveys the casual destruction 
that pre-Star Wars conflict: the dead 
figure Vietcong soldier covered and 
preserved with lime takes extrater- 
restrial glow. The interrogations the 
VC, the blindfolded and maimed bodies 
the tiger-cage victims, the families 
fleeing the cities, are once familiar and 
sickening, mundane and eerie in- 
separable from the land and the sky 
that heart darkness. Remembering 
Vietnam Dispatches, Michael Herr hit 
those dualities: “You could fly and 
into hot tropic sunsets that would change 
the way you thought about light forever. 
You could also fly out places that were 
grim they turned and white 
your head five minutes after 
gone.” could have been writing about 
every vision that country Tim Page 
ever captured.

John Rockwell’s American bandstand

ohn All American Music: 

Composition the Late Twentieth 

Century (Knopf, 286 pages, $15.95) 

grand idea for book. attempts 
sort out the contradictory ways which 
American music signifies “art,” 
place succinct perspective the entire 
irascible spectrum American com- 
posers from hard-line classicists 
uninhibited experimentalists, jazz 
mavericks, rock iconoclasts. Rockwell 
wants out the drab, debilitating 
compartmentalization that afflicts our 
musical life, All American Music 
includes Laurie Anderson along with 
Milton Babbitt, Neil Young along with 
Ornette Coleman and Philip Glass. 
Which should be: the complex and 
impulses that fuel the best 
American music demand less. Still, 
take the full measure our supremely 
variegated music, find unity sea 
happily disparate voices, requires more 
than catholicity evenhandedness; 
requires visionary catholicity, willing- 
ness delve into the sounds and their 
sources with responsiveness that 
neither uncritical nor overanalytical. 
ecumenical empathy that both honest 
and highly personal above all, felt 
rather than adduced. And this, un- 
fortunately, what Rockwell 
show here. American Music he’s 
fairminded and thoughtful and he’s 
detached. Trying blend objectivity 
with advocacy, treading the line between 
scholar and fan, he’s left out vital 
element his ostensible synthesis. 
all the facts, but the 
energy, mystery, humor, and discovery 
underneath (what rock critics are fond 
inadequately designating never 
surface. 

Maybe the virtues good reporting 
(and after years writing about 
classical and rock music for the New 
York Times, Rockwell has them down 
pat) aren’t especially suited the 
protean task he’s set for himself All 
American Music. His prose solid and 
informative, but it’s also cautious and 
reckless intelligence, probing and skep- 
tical, couid scrutinize some the rough 
edges Rockwell giosses over glides by. 
Certainly keener exploratory tempera- 
ment wouldn commit the disservice 
this saga tale cultivated 
music opening itself the true 
assigning these 
chapters, sate littie niches that neutralize 
the deeply opposed aesthetics they rep- 
resent. sure nice invite the likes 
Elliott Carter, Robert Ashley, the Art 
Ensemble Chicago, and Talking Heads 
the same party, but the point 
all going squirrel themselves 
away the corners?

But not the exclusion 
Mingus, Hendrix, Davis, Smokey 
Robinson, George Clinton, Cecil 
Taylor titanic innovators, great ex- 
tenders (and defiers) (black and white) 
tradition, arguably more valuable con- 
tributors American music than whole 
phalanx Milton Babbitts. Robbed 
any genuine context, Coleman and the

his wife like mistress, savoring her 
physical charms and even her compa- 
nionship but paying little heed her 
happiness.

Dirty 
Dishes about her melancholic quan- 
dary. It’s about that quiet, modern state 
despair that comes knowing exactly 
what the problems are but not having 
clue the solutions. 

What sets the movie apart from such 
sophisticated “women’s films” 
Unmarried Woman and Alice 
Live Here Anymore its lack 
sentimentality: Dirty Dishes flakier 
and less substantial than either those 
two movies, yet just when you expect 
writer/director Joyce retreat, 
provide her heroine with stud 
shining armor, she plunges deeper. It’s 
the grimness underneath the fun-loving 


Reading those words, help 
thinking Burt Reynolds. Not that the 
good boy American car-chase 
movies ever has been homosexual 
(though rumors that effect have 
persisted for years they about 
lot beefcake stars). No, what strikes 
recent performances the enormous 
distance between his public and private 
selves: Burt Reynolds has captured the 
love countless women has never 
seen, and knows all fraud. You 
can see his face. Consider this: when 
Richard Gere swings his hips flashes 
his squinty smile, it’s clear he’s acting out 
some hyped-up version his real-life 
self. That’s part what makes his 
narcissism annoying genuine. 
Reynolds, the other hand, plastic 
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surface that gives this comedy its 
saturnine edge. Bufiuel, the New York- 
born daughter-in-law Luis has 
never made feature film before, but her 
work here right there with Susan 
Seidelman’s Smithereens and John 
Sayles’s Baby, It’s You: this 
quirky, low-budget slice life about 
squashed romantic dreams, and full 
the intimate moments expect 
and rarely get 
working outside the mainstream. Follow- 
ing needlessly zany opening scene, 
with Armelle and her family being 
attacked foul-mouthed sickie 
their Sunday-afternoon picnic, the movie 
hooks you with series satirical riffs 
the modern-housewife doldrums. 
Armelle wanders through her cluttered 
apartment, dressing her kids for school 
and griping about the peeling ceiling 
the bathroom. She has irritating 
encounter with her husband, who chews 
her out for burning the toast. Then it’s off 
the supermarket, where she tries 
stop fistfight the aisle, only 
discover she’s been made the guinea pig 
violence. few scenes later, back the 
safety her kitchen, absurdly 
soothing radio announcer telling his 
women listeners “relax, take your time 
young, radiant, Scoring 
points off smooth-as-silk radio voice 
may seem like cheap shot, but Armelle 
truly does want feel young, radiant, 
and alive. caught between her 
messy, burnt-toast reality and the dream 
something anything better. 

The movie series anecdotes, 
most them about Armelle’s attempts 
get out her funk. She applies for 
skilled office job, only told she 
doesn’t have the skills. She auditions for 
laundry-soap commercial, only 
told she’s too attractive she doesn’t 
look like the sort homebody 
using the product. escape, she runs off 
the local beauty salon and indulges 
herself luxurious shampoos 
turning into shampoo junkie,” her 
hairdresser warns her). the movie 
goes and Armelle gets more and more 
desperate, her attempts salvation grow 
crazier. one point, she and two slightly 
older cronies (the film’s version the 
chatty clique Unmarried Woman 
truck off the local porn-movie house, 
where they end evading the advances 
slimy patron. One her friends 
hesitates second before bounding out 
the theater for moment she flirts 
with picking the fellow up. the 
sort delicately comic twist that 
brings scene after scene. And the 
kind twist that underlies the pivotal 
episode. Armelle listens savvy, 
middle-aged friend explains how find 
out whether your husband has lost 
interest you. Walk into the room half- 
dressed, she says, and makes grab 
for your body you know interested; 
keep warm, had it. few scenes 
later Armelle gives this try, and sure 
enough, her husband tells her put 
something on. But then, just when you 
think the couple’s sex life ice, 
gives extended bedroom 
scene that’s turns hilarious and erotic. 
The two begin with angry discussion 
the pros and cons getting early 
the morning, the bathroom; they end 
making love under the sheets scene 
observe one long, unbroken take). 
True, Armelle never reaches orgasm, but 
the film doesn’t point accusing finger 


her husband. Bufiuel more con- 
cerned with capturing the ebb and flow 
sexual passion, the push and pull 
marital intimacy. 

Unfortunately, don’t get enough 
this. The characters Dirty Dishes are 
types, engaging ones, and Armelle’s 
encounters aren’t illuminating they 
might be. would have been nice, for 
instance, watch Armelle and her 
husband out with another couple, that 
could see them together public, 
when they’re not griping about finances 
the agony being overworked. And 
don’t feel vital enough connection 
between Armelle and her children. The 
kids themselves are pair innocent 
charmers (on their way school, they 
query their mom about God, sperm, and 
other philosophical matters), but half- 
way through the movie they all but 
disappear. Yet the solitude which 
Armelle finds herself also works dra- 
matically suggests that her problem 
isn’t sexual neglect, oppressive 
household, but unfathomable urban 
boredom. Carole Laure, who played 
Gérard Depardieu’s somnambulant wife 
Get Out Your Handkerchiefs, has 
smooth black hair and pouty, heart- 
shaped mouth that makes her look like 
some saddened folkie from the ‘60s. 
She’s oddly passive performer, rarely 


deigning raise her voice crack 


smile, yet you find yourself searching her 
dark, downcast eyes for the source her 
despondency. 

You also wonder where find 
outlet for it. the movie goes on, it’s 
punctuated episodes comic horror. 
Armelle hears radio report about 
housewife who tried drown her baby. 
upstairs neighbor runs screaming out 
her apartment, suitcase hand, 
leaving the husband who has tormented 
her for years. appears 
saying that this the fate the modern 
domestic woman plunged into 
the depths. Sure enough, the end 
the film, Armelle gets taste violence 
herself: the brakes her car give out 
the middle the road, God were 
now trying pull the rug out from under 
her. And the climax the film 
shocking sexual encounter between 
Armelle and the suave, hostile architect 
whose propositions she’s been avoiding 
throughout. Her resistance worn down, 
she lets him into the apartment, and the 
two the kitchen, Postman 
Always Rings Twice-style, with all 
Armelle’s appliances buzzing away 
the background. Even here, Armelle has 
delusions ecstasy. there’s tragedy 
this savage tryst, it’s that Armelle’s 
intense. 

don’t want overpraise Dirty 
Dishes. Although the movie stings, it’s 
heart slight, occasionally ingenious 
character study, and doesn’t have the 
revelatory performances one remembers 
from, say, the best Paul Mazursky films. 
Still, Joyce clearly exciting 
new filmmaker. Her camera assured 
and alive, bobbing around rooms take 
some unexpected detail. And though 
she covers the same territory that dozens 
other filmmakers have, she does 
through darker lens; her movie speaks 
the missed connections and post-self- 
help anxiety the ‘80s.

Each song 
marshaled Mullen’s sharp drum- 
ming overlaid with tease guitar, and 
the body each number divides neatly 
into lead singer aria-like verses, 
his long and melodic choruses, and 
snippet-solos guitar. time when 
guitar hot-dogging had about much 
cachet bell bottoms, The Edge, with 
his laconic anti-grandstands, emerged 
the band’s cynosure. scissored each 
melody with counterpoint, sometimes 
stuttering against Bono, other times 
clanging with him. The chiming, clear 
tone his guitar and his ample harmon- 
ics gave the album plangent, ephemeral 
ring. 
Boy fitted tall order, reinventing 
role for sizzling guitar without backslid- 
ing into arena rock’s 
trionics, mooning over themes like youth 
and lost illusions without slipping into 
arty gushers. The LP’s apocalyptic tone 
was borrowed from Public Image, but 
altered: doted youthful anxiety 
rather than jaded resignation. 

Their next album, October, tipped into 
caricature. Bono’s warble, which Boy 
had hinted soap opera, slipped into fey 
yodeling; the melodies meandered. The 
band’s determination mean something 
opposed punk’s flippant satisfac- 
tion with sensation sounded soppy.

Particularly now, when Bowie has 
regained superstar status (and popularity 
his summer tour the hottest ticket 
the country), the parallels between the 
two are illuminating. Although British 
rockers have appropriated American 
music, especially black music, since Tony 
Sheridan, was Bowie who insisted that 
appropriation needn’t accompanied 
apologies. Before him, bands like 
Fleetwood Mac the Bluesbreakers 
maintained certain “purity” their 
acts.

Russ Barenberg 
BEHIND THE MELODIES 
(Rounder) 


hile the work formerly experimental 
folkies like David Grisman atrophies 

into smug fusion tunes and pointless 
folk-novelty pop, flat-pick guitarist Russ 
Barenberg continues mingle intricate jazz 
melodies, South American rhythms, 
bluegrass arrangements without flaunting his 
urban intelligence. Barenberg developed from 
lineage secure folk iconoclasts: spent the 
early ‘70s with Country Cooking, upstate New 
York supergroup that boasted Frets magazine 
heroes like Peter “Dr. Banjo” Wernick, man- 
dolinist Andy Statman, guitarist John Miller, and 
silky fiddler Kenny Kosek. This band, though 
was initially devoted covering standards, soon 
spawned large and incestuous extended family 
young bluegrass progressives who often rely 
Country Cooking comrades for backup bands. 
Barenberg’s new Behind the Melodies features 
Cooking veterans Statman and the fiddlers Matt 
Glaser and Evan Stover. 

Behind the Melodies, his second solo album, 
Barenberg revisits the Latin interludes his 1979 
debut, Cowboy Calypso (“A Touch the 
Hidalgo,” “The Cola Calypso”), flirts with cool 
nightclub jazz Rehearsal,” “Without 
Words”), and ventures into slow, layered melodies 
with classical tint Prairie,” “For 
Like many Cooder’s LPs, Behind the 
Melodies traces meticulously incongruous 
choreography that’s directed clean and de- 
termined lead guitar. Barenberg strives for direct 
melodic transcription. concentrates subtle 
variations tempo and volume, and occasion- 
ally uses tremolo blur notes like finger picker. 
The first cut, “The Llama’s Dance,” avoids lengthy 
improvisations working over repetitions 
Peruvian-flavored theme played unison 
guitar and flute, flute and dobro, flute and 
fiddle. And after the tune’s tempo doubles 
midway through, Billy piping wood flute 
maintains the relaxed melancholy. Unison playing 
permeates this record, but unconventional 
combinations that prevent the turning 
stale. “Halloween Rehearsal,” the smoky 
melody stated early Jerry Douglas’s dobro 
and Matt Glaser’s fiddle, scrambles through 
modified call-response sequence guitar and 
dobro, and then breaks open with unison dobro 
and bass, bassist Marty Confurius chomping 
down the last note Glaser sweeps back 
with fiddle spot. 

Overt bluegrass homage conspicuous its 
absence Behind the Melodies Barenberg 
leaves out banjo parts, and Douglas’s dobro tends 
toward strong Spanish accents. More important, 
Statman escapes from the 
homogenizing strokes the backbeat; ri- 
cochets off Barenberg’s infectious melodies 
can turn playful “The Cola Calypso,” and wax 
majestic Touch the Hidalgo.” But high- 
speed bluegrass jams hover behind the finest 
melodies here: Barenberg falls flat when slows 
and restricts his band’s rhythms “Many Years 
Ago,” droopy ballad, and “Another Prairie,” 
forgettable waltz. Behind the Melodies recovers 
with “For J.L.,” tearful lullaby with trace 
optimistic resolve. alto sax, Evan 
fiddle, and Statman’s delicately tremoloed man- 
dolin converge around Barenberg’s lonely ethereal 
guitar line, proving that his most propulsive 
melodic skills depend neither speed nor 
unison-instrument complexity. 

Most these album cuts were featured during 
recent performance Ryles Laughing Hands, 
loose association Barenberg, Statman, Glaser, 
bassist Stanley Rowin, and percussionist Davis, 
that offered cameo appearances Billy Novick 
and finger picker Cindy Smith. Although their set 
periodically degenerated into chaotic jam 
session, Laughing Hands savored lengthy, driving 
renditions wide range material, including 


Statman’s spacy theme song, “Flatbush Waltz.” 


The show was welcome reprieve from the hubris 
and horrid gaucheries that infiltrate the front lines 
acoustic inventors.

ntil last year, Maze languished 
anonymity, with detractors discounting 

hits like “Happy Feeling” and “Southern 
Girl” spineless drivel and non-fans grossly 
underestimating the size and scope the group’s 
audience. The overwhelming success Live 
New Orleans annihilated all myths; “Before Let 
Go” was huge success, being embraced beat- 
box youths and made hit club public 
previously indifferent Maze’s music-for-the- 
whole-family persona. “Before Let Go” also 
forced its way onto urban contemporary playlists 
and garnered the band 
respect among tastemakers. 


One, latest should gamer 
evén mofe respect, for more 
fiery and confident than the one Live New 
Orleans. Given the defection Jeffrey Osborne 
from LTD and the continuing reduction Phillip 
Bailey’s role Earth Wind Fire, Frankie Beverly 
may the best singer working ensemble 
band. comfortable any tempo with any 
arrangement; has enough range animated 
the top bottom the scale: he’s convincing 
even cloying love songs and vibrant those 
numbers which the singer’s got create morose 
sensual moods. Beverly’s steadiness, timing, 
and enthusiasm justify potentially exasperating 
songs like Wanna Thank You” and “Never Let 
You Down.” But “Love the Key” the song that 
embodies Frankie Beverly’s approach he’s 
aggressive yet reserved, kinetic and yet still calm 
enough control the song’s nuances. Maze are 
also one the tightest groups around; the 
harmonica solos and Beverly’s own mandolin 
accompaniment get precisely measured span 
before the band returns the central arrange- 
ment. Maze are now playing lighter, soothing 
funk not totally West Coast (like Solar) but with 
the same gliding beat, one that Beverly’s smolder- 
ing vocals keep from sounding too tame. 

Because Beverly self-effacing type who 
doesn’t give (or hasn’t given) many interviews, the 
band may not get full recognition for this album. 
But Are One should more than add the

mark success nowadays, it’s 

surprise that, after breaking diverse long- 
shots from the Blasters the Violent Femmes, 
Slash isn’t much independent any 
more. This August, all the label’s current acts and 
back catalogue will fall under the control 
Warner Bros. All, that is, but the Flesh Eaters. 
Warner Bros. judged the moldy martyr Darby 
Crash’s Germs, Catholic Discipline, 
Dream Syndicate commercial enough hit 
Mart; and seems ludicrous assume that Fear 
will play Peoria and the Flesh Eaters 
course, the Eaters’ failure get snapped 
Warners honor, too. Unlike Fear, the Flesh 
Eaters joke; neither can they quickly 
pegged hardcore band. With the Dream 
Syndicate Violent Femmes, there’s iden- 
tifiable antecedent (Velvet) with the Flesh 
Eaters, there’s none. 

The group acknowledges popular indifference 
with the title its fourth album, Hard Road 
Follow, which moves farther away from the 
atonal/punk/free-jazz demolitions its first two, 
Questions Asked (Upsetter, 1980) and 
Minute Pray, Second Die (Ruby, 1981). 
These featured the original Flesh Eaters line-up, 
including moonlighting members Ox, the 
Plugz, Wall Voodoo, and the Blasters. The 
ensemble interaction was often exhilarating (the 
interplay guitar and marimbas “Digging 
Grave,” for example), but this glorified pickup 
band was mainly vehicle for the bloodstained- 
beatnik poems singer Chris (Chris Des- 
jardins): gotta stop riding the brakes/You 
gotta stop robbing the cradle/Cock the gun, pull 
the trigger. What you got one dead singer” 
(“Pray You may have been 
former English teacher and rock critic, but 
obviously wasn’t frontman for major band. 

with the Flesh Eaters’ third LP, Forever 
Came Today (Ruby, 1982), new line-up (without 
previous commitments) was introduced: guitarist 
Don Kirk, bassist Robyn Jameson, and drummer 
Chris Wahl. Aside from few Steve Berlin 
saxophone cameos, the jazz/thrash merger dis- 
solved Forever Came Today was nearly heavy 
metal record, with Kirk’s roaring high the mix 
and Desjardins’s caterwaul modulating into 
fearsome shriek. Hard Road Follow 
guitar leads are more restrained and 
vocals have taken more introspective, 
sympathetic cast the Flesh Eaters are now 
bound together like the chain gang they pose 
the sleeve. Jameson, who rarely deviated from 
formula Forever Came Today, now attacks the 
strings with newfound lust; bursts tempos 
open “Eyes Without Face” and Never 
Die” (or fair, Hard Road Follow 
showcases the Flesh Eaters’ individual roles 
much the same way that their live set does and 
previous LPs didn’t). And there’s also Des- 
jardins’s most chilling threnody, “Poison Arrow”: 
made friends with rocket, and put that rocket 
veins, shot high out myself, fell flat 
like Heroin Me” without the cheap laughs. 
Chris has taken what seemed voodoo- 
laced death trip and pushed further than ever. 
Hope that sincere might seem out place 
major, anyway.

foreign-policy bureaucracy. 
rule, says ancient maxim, one 
must know how obey. the 
Nixon White House, this ap- 
parently became “To bully, one 
must know how fawn.” 

ing, hybrid book, not precisely 
social criticism. not prima- 
rily concerned with analyzing 
evaluating American foreign pol- 
icy, whose roots and goals were 
fundamentally the same during 


the Nixon era before and since. 


Neither the book solely 
attempt demythologizing Kiss- 
inger, welcome and necessary 
though that effort may be. 
study, and compelling story, 
the shaping and corruption 
policy personality. 
According Hersh, Nixon 
entered the White House de- 
termined centralize foreign- 
policy decision making his 
own hands. found willing 
tool Kissinger, whose position 
National Security Adviser was 
only powerful the president 
allowed. Together they rigged 
the decision-making process: cut- 
ting out the State and Defense 
Departments from the normal 
flow information and debate; 
setting committees chaired 
Nixon Kissinger that excluded 
downgraded imput from State 
and Defense; creating secret com- 
munications 
bypass their bureaucratic ene- 
mies. some extent, what 
motivated this pernicious part- 
nership was shared world view: 
aggressive anticommunism 
the waging what Nixon would 
later call “The Real War” and 
what Kissinger 
ferred “the geopolitical 
struggle.” But far larger 
extent, was mere opportunism. 
Hersh’s account, Nixon’s per- 
sonal insecurity was very nearly 
clinical phenomenon: was 
morbidly fearful criticism, con- 
frontation, loss control. And 
Kissinger, wholly dependent 
the president’s favor for 
bureaucratic advancement (to 
second term), needed make 
himself indispensable. was 
effective symbiosis. But their rad- 
ical centralization power ne- 
cessitated inordinate secrecy and 
duplicity, which became (to ap- 
propriate phrase) cancer 
the presidency.” 
Hersh charts that pathology 
series case studies: Vietnam, 
Chile, Cuba, Berlin, Biafra, the 
Mideast, SALT, the opening 
China. hard know which 
these episodes the most 
appalling. Certainly the costliest 
potentially, least was 
mishandling the 
SALT negotiations, and especial- 
his failure press for ban 
MIRVs (Multiple Independently 
Targeted Re-entry Vehicles). 
Nearly everyone now agrees that 
MIRVs were the most fateful and 
disastrous innovation the his- 
tory the arms race. The Pen- 
tagon, protecting its turf, wanted 
MIRVs. Nixon did not under- 
stand arms-control issues and did 
not much care about them, except 
for their domestic political im- 
pact. Kissinger later claimed that 
given the matter suffi- 
cient attention. But Hersh 
makes clear, Kissinger well 
understood the implications 
MIRVing, and dominated 
the SALT negotiations that his 
firm support for ban (which 
Congress and the arms-control 
agencies also favored) would 
probably have made crucial 
difference. The chance ban 
MIRVs was lost because Kiss- 
inger was, always, unwilling 
bureaucratic rival (in this case, 
Defense Secretary Laird). 
Hersh also makes clear that 
much the value SALT was 
lost because in- 


sistence conducting the nego- 
tiations singlehandedly and 
secret. offended the State 
Department and the Arms Con- 
trol and Disarmament Agency 
ignoring the SALT delegation 
Geneva. offended the Pen- 
tagon 
blunders (confusing silo “size” 
with “volume,” and confusing 
one class Soviet submarine 
with another). offended the 
CIA requesting falsify 
intelligence estimates order 
justify his negotiating positions. 
offended Congress deny- 
ing information. And of- 
fended everyone his frequent, 
self-serving leaks the press. 
result, one but Kissinger had 
bureaucratic vested interest 
the SALT agreement (except Nix- 
on, who got sign the treaty 
the Moscow summit May, 
1972, thereby boosting his re- 
election prospects). And the ill 


will aroused Kissinger’s 


less razzle-dazzle soured many 
the government, according 
Hersh, arms control altogeth- 
er. 
The opening China was 
another vaunted 
achievements. It, too, was ac- 
complished using 
China’s ally, Pakistan, 
intermediary. Pakistan was re- 
warded with American support 
(the infamous time 
when was carrying out near- 
genocidal massacres the 
Bengali secessionists 
Pakistan (later Bangladesh). 
What was already known about 
this tilt was scandalous enough, 
but Hersh adds further damning 
details. For one thing, main- 
taining secrecy the rationale 
for the tilt was unnecessary: 
the Chinese were puzzled and 
even annoyed it, and there 
were other secret channels avail- 
able anyway, like Rumania. But 
secrecy allowed Kissinger cut 
the State Department out the 
action; and his clandestine trip 
Peking 1971 his supreme 
personal triumph required 
cooperation. much 
for the Bengalis, more than 
million 
slaughtered Pakistani dictator 
Agha Muhammad Yahya Khan, 
who Nixon praised the midst 
the massacres for his “great 
delicacy and tact.” 

Even worse, that’s possible, 
was Nixon’s and will- 
confrontation with the Soviets 
over India’s attempt prevent 
further carnage. Hersh reveals 
secret testimony Nixon the 
Watergate prosecutors that “we 
had threatened nuclear 
war with the Russians” over the 
India-Pakistan conflict. Why? Be- 
cause his and Kissinger’s char- 
preting local conflicts global 
terms. The Russians (who seem 
have taken Nixon’s “madman 
theory” more seriously than any- 
one else) were urging caution and 
restraint their ally India. But 
Kissinger would not moved. 
the time, one his more 
elegant geopolitical formulations 
(reported Nixon’s memoirs): 
“We don’t really have any choice. 
can’t allow friend ours 
conflict with friend Russia’s.” 

indifference 
elementary 
siderations embraced Africans 
well Asians. 1967 the 
province Biafra attempted 
secede from Nigeria. The re- 
bellion was doomed, and 1969 
the province was sealed off. Mass 
starvation ensued. The State De- 
partment opposed pressuring Ni- 
geria allow extensive relief 
efforts. early 1970, after Biafra 
surrendered, Nixon and Kissinger 
were presented with authorita- 
tive evidence that hundreds 
thousands would starve over the 
next few weeks. They did 
nothing. Roger Morris, dis- 
enchanted Kissinger aide who 
pressed for 
massive aid Biafra, told Hersh: 
“After one meeting with Elliot 


Richardson and other State De- 
partment officials, all whom 
downplayed the estimates 
Biafran starvation, Nixon tele- 
phoned Kissinger and, Morris 
recalls, said simply his State 
Department, going let 
them starve, aren’t they, Henry?’ 
Kissinger’s answer, according 
Morris, was ‘Yes.’ and Nixon 
then began discussing some 
the foreign policy passages the 
State the Union speech.” 
Morris concluded, “Henry under- 
had rational reason for letting 
those kids starve; was just 
afraid alienate Richardson 
only State Depart- 
ment ally] because and Rich- 
ardson had other fish fry. And 
with the President, Henry just 
didn’t want bother him. 
look soft.” much for the 
Biafrans. 

macy” after the 1973 Arab-Israeli 
war legendary. Nearly every- 
one was impressed; even 
Anthony Lewis (who once wrote 
Kissinger, “His jokes have 
about them the air the grave. 
That honor person who has 
done such things comment 
us.”) has consistently praised 
Kissinger’s Mideast efforts, and 
recently urged sending him 
the region special envoy. 
Hersh shows that such admira- 
tion unfounded. soon 
Anwar Sadat took office 1970, 
made clear that wanted 
Egypt leave the Soviet orbit 
and enter the American one. 
pressed for disengagement the 
Sinai, promised open the Suez 
Canal, and offered Israel peace 
settlement more generous 
terms than were eventually 
agreed Camp David. But 
Kissinger was having none it. 
Nixon had assigned responsi- 
bility for the Middle East the 
State Department, partly 
mollify his otherwise ignored 
Secretary State, William 
Rogers. The prospect 
Rodgers’s receiving credit for 
diplomatic progress the region 
alarmed Kissinger. Moreover, his 
geopolitical fantasies intruded 
once again. Israel reacted 
Sadat’s overtures escalating 
the constant border tensions be- 
tween the countries, 
launching deep-penetration 
bombing raids Egyptian cities. 
Kissinger supported these raids 
enthusiastically: for American 
client humiliate Soviet client 
that, presumably, was real 
progress. Sadat, rebuffed, sent 
numerous public and private sig- 
nals during the next few years 
that could not get peace 
settlement any other way, 
would war; and October, 
1973, did. Whereupon Kiss- 
inger’s brilliant shuttle 


diplomacy helped bring close 


war that he, much anyone 
else, had made inevitable. 

Hersh’s account 
mistakes and malefactions goes 
and on. There was factitious 
confrontation with the Soviets 
over construction recreation- 
base for Soviet submarines 
Cuba, which was supposedly the 
leading edge Soviet strategic 
penetration the Caribbean. 
(This time when the United 
States had large bases, thousands 
military and intelligence per- 
sonnel, and electronic spy facili- 
ties Iran and Turkey, which 
border the USSR.) There was 
precipitous and dangerous 
mobilization the Sixth Fleet 
the eastern Mediterranean during 
the Jordanian-Palestinian 
war 1970, the rash assump- 
tion that the Soviets were 
fomenting regional crisis. And 
there was Chile, where Nixon 
and Kissinger authorized bribery, 
kidnapping, disinformation, and 
military coup plotting order 
prevent Salvador Allende’s elec- 
tion. 

There farce well tragedy 
The Price Power. According 
John Ehrlichmann, “Nixon 
would talk about Jewish traitors, 
and the Eastern Jewish Establish- 
ment Jews Harvard. And 


play off Kissinger. that 
right, Henry? Don’t you agree?’ 
And Kissinger would respond: 
‘Well, Mr. President, there are 
Jews and Jews.’” Nixon calls 
Kissinger about foreign-policy 
paper Africa: “Is there some- 
thing for the jigs? Make sure 
there’s something for the 
jigs, Henry.” Kissinger meets 
Southern senator White 
House dinner for African 
diplomats and mutters, won- 
der what the dining room going 
smell like.” National Secur- 
ity Council staff meetings 
Africa, “Haig would begin beat 
his hands the table, 
were pounding tom-tom, and 
make Tarzan jokes.” NSC 
aide recalls briefings the Oval 
Office during the Jordanian crisis: 
walk and begin give 
listing what happened over- 
night and Nixon would interject, 
‘Bomb the bastards’ some 
other wild remark.” 

And not only farce but melo- 
drama too. 1968, jockeying 
frantically for job, Kissinger 
passes secret information 
about the Paris peace talks 
Nixon campaign aides, who 
secretly urge Nguyen Van Thieu 
resist any agreement until after 
the election. The Joint Chiefs 
Staff, annoyed 
intrigues, plant spy Kiss- 
staff who steals and 
photocopies thousands 
sensitive documents. response 
press leaks, Nixon and Kiss- 
inger have their staffs wiretapped 
the FBI and are later black- 
mailed Edgar Hoover, who 
assistant, William Sullivan, who 
turns incriminating wiretap re- 
cords over the White House 
order facilitate cover-up and 
thereby secure White House sup- 
port for his eventual appointment 
director the Bureau. And 
through 700 pages: endless 
sycophancy, posturing, secrecy, 
and deceit. former Kissinger 
aide muses retrospectively: “The 
essence all this was betrayal.” 
sounds like bureaucratic 
version Claudius. 

What Hersh’s revelations 
amount to? they really add 
“something new American 
foreign policy,” claims 
new enough alter our judg- 
ment the already public re- 
cord? Noam Chomsky once com- 
pared Watergate “the dis- 
covery that the directors 
Murder Incorporated were cheat- 
ing their income tax. Rep- 
rehensible, sure; but hardly 
the main point.” Next Viet- 
nam, Kissinger’s other 
trangressions, however stagger- 
ing, were sideshow. Above all, 


was centrally responsible for 


carrying illegal and brutal 
war. Recall that from the late 
1940s on, American 
policymakers privately admitted, 
the only 
organization South Vietnam 
was the nationalist revolutionary 
movement, whose members 
were known, deference 
Cold War conventions, “the 
Communists.” keep this move- 
ment from power, the United 
States financed French colonial- 
ism until its demise 1954; 
subverted the Geneva Accords; 
helped organize campaign 
violent repression its client 
Diem regime throughout the late 
1950s; intervened force during 
the early 1960s, after the hitherto 
nonviolent “Communists” began 
resisting the Saigon govern- 
assault; and launched 
full-scale invasion 1965, before 
there was any evidence serious 
North Vietnamese involvement 
the conflict. all this Kiss- 
inger never offered any princi- 
pled objection. (Although 
fair, neither did most his critics, 
who opposed the war because 
could not won “accep- 
table cost” because damaged 
other, more important American 
“interests” abroad.) 

Not only was the war illegal, 
any meaningful interpretation 
international law, was in- 
sanely, almost incomprehensibly, 


destructive. During 
tenure office, four million tons 
bombs were dropped In- 


fronts throughout World War 
the equivalent 
Hiroshimas per month times, 
and amounting, South Viet- 
nam alone, more than tons 
per square mile and 500 pounds 
per inhabitant. More than 
million people were killed, and 
many millions more became ref- 
ugees. The economy, the social 
fabric, and even the landscape 
the region were devastated, the 
point that famine threatened 
South Vietnam 1973 and 
American AID 
leaving Cambodia 1975 
predicted that million people 
would starve death that 
country within the next year. 

This grim record has long been 
entirely public, and its discovery 
does not require the talents 
top-notch investigative reporter. 
And after all this official 
barbarism remained 
popular, even among liberals, 
any useful purpose now served 
conclusively demonstrating 
that, addition, was 
egregiously ambitious, petty in- 
triguer? 

Yes but first word about 
the conclusiveness the de- 
monstration. Hersh interviewed 
hundreds former government 
officials, including aides and 
close associates Kissinger 
(many whom spoke for at- 
tribution); read most the rele- 
vant memoirs the period; and 
acquired access personal files 
and recently declassified docu- 
ments. Even this immense (by 
now almost legendary) research 
effort cannot ensure definitive- 
ness: his reconstruction indi- 
vidual episodes will doubt 
sharply challenged. But even 
fraction Hersh’s exhaustive 
indictment stands, will have 
made good his claim that the 
style, not the substance, 
foreign policy the Nixon- 
Kissinger era underwent ominous 
innovations. 

documenting this mischief, 
The Price Power raises funda- 
mental questions about American 
political culture. does only 
indirectly; there not 
speculative word the book 
perhaps the price being great 
investigative reporter having 
wholly empirical mind. Yet the 
density and comprehensiveness 
wrongdoing catalogues 
(keeping sharp eye out, 
counted all three admirable 
actions) cries out for diagnosis. 

Perhaps one can understand 
Kissinger’s ascendancy ex- 
pression the cult “national 
Social critic E.P. 
Thompson has recently analyzed, 
under the rubric “the culture 
exterminism,” the ways which 
defense establishments generate 
ideologies that take lives 
(interests, constituencies) their 
own and provoke responses that 
seem verify the need for still 
more “defense” and “security.” 
The military, the defense in- 
dustry, and the geopolitical in- 
telligentsia may now the 
dominant voice American for- 
eign policy, outweighing even 
representatives nondefense 
corporations, who own the pri- 
vate economy. Cold War de- 
monology flourishes 
“Vietnam syndrome” deplored. 
Ominous power shifts have oc- 
curred: from Congress the 
Executive; from the State Depart- 
ment the National Security 
Council; from the unionized 
Northeast the nonunionized 
Sun Belt. 

The cult national security 
has various 
ollaries, such the cult 
secrecy. Nixon’s fraudulent in- 
vocation “national security” 
throughout the Watergate cov- 
erup was reflex this attitude, 
and Kissinger’s fascination with 
“backchannels” was merely one 
its more outlandish forms. The 
real enemy was always the rest 
us: the sovereign public. Kiss-

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contempt for democratic 
processes longstanding; his 
writings and interviews are laced 
with references public opinion 
wise and far-seeing statesmen. 
Foreign policy is, alas, too com- 
plex left fickle, im- 
pressionable democratic rabble. 
become impatient with the 
necessary atrocities. lost Viet- 
nam, Kissinger frequently hints, 
because didn’t trust our lead- 
ers. 

Naturally the public, like 
child, must cajoled, diverted, 
and told only much good 
for it. This the premise 
Kissinger’s memoirs, which skill- 
fully exploit his access 
classified materials. Hersh shreds 
those memoirs, demonstrating 
dozens falsifications, distor- 
tions, and self-serving half-truths 
that Kissinger must have thought 
were forever protected official 
secrecy. What has raised that veil, 
besides Hersh’s ferocious per- 
sistence, the Freedom Infor- 
mation Act sense, the hero 
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this book. Arguably the most 
important lesson drawn 
from The Price Power that 
without the Freedom Infor- 
mation Act now under assault 
from the Reagan administration 
and the intelligence agencies 
American democracy, such 
is, grave risk. 

Another feature the national 
security subculture ob- 
session with “toughness.” Quite 
possibly the most useful feminist 
contribution contemporary 
social criticism will study 
the cult toughness the 
Kennedy, Johnson, and Nixon 
administrations. reck- 
less brinkmanship during the 
Cuban missile crisis and John- 
paralyzing fear being the 
first American president lose 
war were more than matched 
the Nixon White House. That 
profoundly timid president, who 
dreaded even the mildest face-to- 
face confrontations with 
subordinates, was, Hersh 
shows, almost unbelievably 
truculent the conduct for- 
eign affairs. All his advisers had 
prove their mettle, particularly 
Ivy League intellectuals. And 
Kissinger (no bleeding heart 
begin with) would outdo even 
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Nixon urging that “savage, 
decisive blow” struck here, 
there, wherever: the North 
Koreans, Palestinians, Laotians,

recent American history. Hersh 
has said that one motive for 
writing this book was his disgust 
seeing the press “roll over 
its back for long, saying 
‘Please scratch tummy, Dr. 
exaggeration. Celebrity and 
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power often together, 
course; but Kissinger’s prestige 
something special, and can 
hardly accounted for even 
his masterful manipulation 
reporters and columnists. 

How else account for that 
prestige? can’t have much 
with his writings, which consist 
essentially portentous 
platitudes and ponderous com- 
monplaces, amounting finally 
this: powerful states should 
choose their goals carefully, 
pursue them unscrupulously, and 
always 
but vacuous rhetoric (“equilib- 
rium,” “stability,” “world order”) 
means which their interests 
can disguised the general 
interest. More likely Kissinger 
owes his vogue his perfectly 
representing new type: the 
intellectual (or near) power. 
scientist Theodore 
Draper has suggested: “Kissinger 
intellectual politics cap- 
tured the allegiance and excited 
the imagination journalistic 
elite that itself largely made 
intellectuals manqués. 
selecting them his chosen 
confidants and flattering them 
with his assiduous attention, 
made them feel closer the seat 
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power than ever before.” 
Power corrupts especially 
journalists, seems. 

The corruption the Fourth 
Estate only one Kissinger’s 
baneful effects American life, 
but one that may now, thanks 
Seymour Hersh’s splendid in- 
dignation, begin redressed. 
Years ago Les Temps Mod- 
ernes, French leftist, trying 
exorcise long and oppressive 
legacy, wrote article consisting 
wholly curses and foul epithets 
directed Lenin. One hopes that 
The Price Power will initiate 
similar, equally indispensable ex- 
orcism. For American political 
culture will not visibly healthy 
until entire op-ed pages all across 
the land are devoted profane 
and heartfelt revilement that 
depraved mass murderer, that 
odious war criminal, that con- 
temptible liar, that unctuous 
fraud, that 
promoter, that geopolitical fan- 
tast, that contemporary incarna- 
tion the banality evil, the 
butcher Cambodia, the mad 
bomber Hanoi, the assassin 
Chile, the betrayer Biafra and 
Bangladesh: Henry Kissinger.

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Continued from page 
narcissist. Even the fantasy 
smirky self-love acts 
out screen put-on. When 
gazes fondly into mirrors, 
blissfully grinning how sexy 
is, cued think, “Gee, 
what likable stud can 
even kid himself.” But Reynolds 
isn’t just sending his vanity 
(even Gere does that); he’s mak- 
ing fun the outlandish gap 
between Reynolds the star and 
Reynolds the man. With his 
catalogue dimply expressions, 
his toupee, and his hopelessly 
cartoonish movies, Burt Reynolds 
has become something joke 
the sex symbol snake-oil 
salesman. fascinating 
that the mockery his image 
isn’t just sideline gag anymore. 
It’s become the core his films. 
Reynolds continues star 
comedies (such last 
Best Friends), but 
makes his money and satisfies 
his fans through his collabora- 
tions with director Hal Needham. 
And have doubt that with 
Stroker Ace, the 
created Hooper, The Cannonball 
Run, and both Smokey and the 
Bandit films will once again 
sweep the drive-ins rural 
America. The movie casts Rey- 
nolds champion stock-car 
driver whose career slipping 
down the tubes. (The title, the 
way, refers the character Rey- 
been named for his onanistic 
abilities.) The opening joke sets 
the film’s light, harmlessly campy 
tone. Stroker and his trusted 
sidekick/mechanic (Jim Nabors) 
are cruising down the street, and 
Nabors offers the following com- 
pliment: “Hey Stroker, yer hair 
looks reeeel know,” 
replies Reynolds with grimace, 
ruefully adjusting his rug. No- 
body’s trying fool anyone here; 
Reynolds-the-hunk is, part, 
creation the make-up men, and 
acknowledging that. Besides, the 
movie about how Stroker 
and Reynolds stripped his 
dignity. Having lost important 


race and been fired his spon- 
sor, our hero falls into the 
clutches fast-food magnate 
(Ned Beatty) who signs Stroker 
contract and forces him into 
doing promotional work for the 
Chicken Pit franchise takeoff

Stroker has race car 
bearing the slogan “The fastest 
chicken the South.” Even 
worse, has television 
spots and travel the openings 
new Chicken Pit branches 
wearing huge, feathery chicken 
outfit. The plot bears some re- 
semblance There, 
Reynolds played veteran 
stuntman who was outshone 
husky newcomer; here, his repu- 
tation hits the skids when he’s 
beaten younger driver 
(Parker Stevenson, who looks 
like WASP John Travolta).

Reynolds isn’t just emasculated; 
he’s systematically turned into 
jackass.

The opening “For Louie,” 
with music Phillip Wilson, 
drummer, and words 
Fontella Bass, Bowie’s wife and 
one the album’s vocalists, 
the front end the funeral, 
hard-times plea for salvation 
taken measured walk. Wilson 
and Bass grew with Bowie 
St. Louis, and their composition 
reflects shared knowledge 
sanctified sources; tenor 
saxophonist Ari Brown, 
Chicagoan who has worked with 
Muhal Richard Abrams and Elvin 
Jones, also feeds the mood his 
crooning interplay with the 
trumpeter.

There is, course, satiric 
coating Sugar Babies that 
makes some bearable. Most 
mechanically choreographed that 
seems tongue cheek (another 
phrase that would get laugh 
Sugar Babies, where cheeks are 
almost always assumed aft). 
And fetchingly straight- 
faced number which the 
diaphanously clad Gail Dahms 
trills her mawkish way through 
for Love” before the curtain 
behind her rises reveal tacky 
backdrop decorated with full 
moon and distant Parthenon 
whereupon dozen live 
doves flap out the wings 
perch the still warbling 
soubrette’s erogenous zones, 
making her look 
Hedron’s Aphrodite. 

And then there are the special- 
acts, one per each half the 
evening; insofar has 
salvation, they are it.
